ASHINGTON—There is noth- 
ing complicated about the 


Capper-Carlson pay-as-you-go 
tax bill.

In its present stage it is merely 


a proposal and even before it 
reaches the floor of the House or 
Senate undoubtedly will have 
many revisions, some of which, 
might complicate it. . . . 


At present, however, it is sim- 


ply this. Instead of paying your 
1942 
income tax on the return 


blanks now released, you will fill 
out this return as usual and that 
will be your "yardstick" for mak- 
ing payments (nine ot them start- 
ing March 15). There would be no 
change in the income tar rates, 
tho Victory tax or anything else. 


Then next year, when you 


made out your 1344 "return," you 
would balance off your "tentative 
payments" either by paying into 
the Treasury any deficiency or 
receiving from the Treasury any 
surplus existing because ot the 
difference between what income 
you computed your tentative tax 
on and what you actually earned. 


At the same time, you would be 


cornpuling the basis tor your ten- 
tative payments In 1944. 


TF YOU know or have reason to 
1 believe that your income will 
change during the year, this can 
be provided for simply by ex- 
plaining and estimating your in- 
cnric for Hie current year. 


If your marital status change* 


during the year or your depen- 
dents increase or decrease, you 
report to your collector of inter- 
nal revenue, make out a revised 
income report and from that time 
start paying on the new basis. 


If you die during the yMr, your 


income tax'liability is paid in full 
(there could be a fraction of a 
month's payments due) and there 
is no drain on your estate. If you 
lose your job or ore demoted, 
your p a y m e n t s immediately 
shrink in proportion. If your 
crops iail, your sheep run over a 
cliff, or your cattle die in a 
drouth, you can get immediate re- 
lief Irom Income tax burdens. 


If you get a job for-the first 


time in your life, you go to your 
collector, state your ^prospective 
income and start paying.

PLANES "BOMB" SHELTER 


AT "THE BREAKERS" 


35 "Injured" in Sunday Air 


Raid Drill 


All Civilian Defense, Red Cross 


Units on Duly; 300 Take 


'Active Part in Practice 


The largest air raid drill staged 


in Newport 'since the .Civilian De- 
fense was organized was held Sun- 
day afternoon at "The Breakers," 
Ochre'Point estate of 
Countesa 


Laszlo Szechenyi. 
Several hun- 


dred 
Civilian-Defense volunteers 


and members of Newport Chapter, 
Red Cross,- took part. The use of 
the estate as Air Raid Shelter, No. 
1, was accepted last year. 


In staging the drill, which at- 


tracted a large number of specta- 
tors, those in charge had raiding 
planes,'in theory, come over New- 
port at 2:30, .when 
500 sought 


shelter at "The Breakers," 
and 


another, raid at 3 P. M., when a 
high explosive bomb "struck" the 
shelter, causing 35 ."casualties." 
The latter called for much action. 


The first air 'attack 
came at 


2:30 shortly after the 
warning 


signals had sent all units of Civ- 
ilian Defend and the 
Red Cross 


to their posts and drove people in 
the Ochre Point district into 
the 


shelter. Countess Laszlo Szechen- 
yi, the owner, was present as 
a 


spectator. 


At 3'o'clock 
Alderman Louis 


Scott indicated the ffrst bomb hit 
and the start of the problem 
by 


firing a small cannon at the rear 
of the shelter. At.the same time, 
smoke bombs and r«d fire were 
set off inside, to make the task 
of the air raid wardens as 
diffi- 


cult as possible. The shelter con- 
sists of long and 
short passage- 


ways and sub-cellars 
and was 


filled with "vyreckage." 


Three high explosive bombs ex- 


ploded close to the outside of the 
building and eight1 delayed action 
bombs went off inside. The prob- 
lem lasted nearly an hour and a 
half. 


With the 
first 
bomb "hit," 


Judge. Arthur J. Sullivan, assist- 
ant zone warden, 
and air. raid 


wardens from zone made an in- 
spection and " counted the casual 
ties, seven of which were major 
in nature and required the services 
of the rescue squad and Red Cross. 


Within -12 minutes after thl« 


report was 
given to control at 


Civilian Defense, six ambulances, 
In charge of Miss Augusta Me- 
Cagg, arrived with squad leaders, 
•Mrs. Henry's. Wheeler, Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. 'Feckham, Mrs. Walter 
Curry and Mrs. Thomas F. Kee- 
her, Jr., and members of the am- 
bulance corps.' The rescue squad 
car, with Arthur Manchester, sen- 
ior squad leader, In charge, ar- 
rived at the same time., 


Mrs. 
Reginald Norman, first 


vice chairman of the Red Cross, 
and 
Malcolm Bump were ac- 


quainted 'with the problem, and 
acted as observers. 
Mr. Bump 


also acted as chief 
operations 


officer. 
Johii Barry Kyan, Jr., 


chief.air raid warden, was senior 
observer. 


Official umpires from the fire
